Hence it is, the Church brings 
all her children, yvoung and old, 
to her altar and blesses their 
throats. In this ceremony the 
candies blessed on the feast of 
the Purification are used and a 
special prayer to St. Blaze ts 
offered by the Priest. 

“Through the intercession of 
Sit. Blaze, Bishop and Martyr, 
may God deliver thee from al! 
ills of the throat, and from all 
other ills; in the Name of the 
Father, and of the Son and of 
the Holy Ghost. Amen.” 

This is the prayer with which 
you should join on the Feast of 
St. Blaze, when vour throat is 
heing blessed.

Messias, we take note that the traits, 
whereby they point out His person 
jand specify the character of His mis- 
sion, are at times so contradictory 
that it seems as if they could never 
be encountered in“one and the same 
person.
